The  Gregg  Publishing  Co.  Awards 
Highest  Honor  Given  to  Iowa 
Teachers  to  a  Loyal  Supporter 
of  Ames  High. 

Putting  it  in  every  High  School 
language,  Miss  Ida  Boyd  of  the  Com¬ 
mercial  Department  was  selected  as 
the  best  shorthand  coach  in  Iowa  or 
her  shorthand  class  won  the  state 
championship.  A.  H.  S.  is  indeed  to 
be  congratulated  on  having  and  be¬ 
ing  able  to  hold  Miss  Boyd,  and  Am^s 
High  students  are  to  be  congratulat¬ 
ed  on  the  opportunity  they  are  offer¬ 
ed  in  studying  under  such  a  teacher. 

The  Gregg  Publishing  Company  is 
a  company  established  to  further  the 
teaching  of  Gregg  Shorthand,  a  sys¬ 
tem  which  has  won  national  honors 
many  times  for  the  efficiency  of  its 
writers.  Eachc  year  the  company 
offers  a  medal  to  the  teacher  who 
submits  the  best  set  of  examination 
papers  in  each  state.  The  examina¬ 
tions  cover  the  iirst  year  work  and 
are  far  fro  mbeing  “soft  snaps”.  In 
order  to  qualitfy,  over  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  students  must  send  in  a 
complete  set  of  papers.  Only  two 
students  did  not  send  in  papers  last 
year,  one  having  a  sprained  finger, 
the  other  dropping  out  of  school. 
The  papers  must  receive  ninety-five 
per  cent  in  theory,  and  penmanship, 
that  is,  they  must  have  ninety-five 
words  out  of  every  hundred  written 
according  to  all  the  rules  and  also 
perfectly  formed.  And  they  must  be 
written  in  a  certain  time  limit,  a 
limit  that  is  set  with  the  idea  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  pupil  know  without  having 
to  think.  So  Miss  Boyd,  just  as  any 
other  coach,  was  judged  by  results, 
and  was  found  to  be  the  best.  This 
contest  is  open  to  Commercial  col¬ 
leges  as  well  as  to  High  Schools. 

Miss  Boyd  is  starting  in  on  her 
eleventh  year  as  a  teacher  and  sup¬ 
porter  of  Ames  High.  Six  years  ago 
when  the  Commercial  Department 
was  established,  she  also  established 
herself  (there.  Mr.  Hicks  says  she 
was  a  very  strong  teacher  before, 
and  that  she  is  constantly  gaining 
ground.  Many  teachers  over  the 
state  do  not  make  the  attempt  Miss 
Boyd  has  in  submitting  a  set  of  pap¬ 
ers,  but  her  middle  name  is  Boost.
